that a number of innocent lives were 
not sacrificed. Those reporlt. show that 
a more sober and painstaking inquiry 
developed tho fact that somo of tho 
Chinese officials supposed to have been 
connected with the 13oxor outrage, and 
whose capital punishment was demand 
ed by the foreign ministers, proved en 
tirely innocent of tho charges against 
them. In many other cases proof was 
adduced that the

against certain Chinese officials were not 
near so grave as was at first supposed 
by the foreign representatives in Pekin.

Notes of Interest Concerning the Ves-r 
aels of the Navy in Foreign Waters. ^ 


The new naval register, which has 


just been issued, contains as an item of 
principal interest the names of the ves- 
sels ou tne Asiatic station, and shows 
that that station continues io be larger 
than ail the others oombined,and lias no 
less than 50 ships attached to it, with 
tho rare spectacle of an American 
squadron of three Hag officers in com- 
mand. 


The majority of these ships are in 


and, about the Philippines, although 
some of the vessels are in Chinese and 
Japanese waters. On the home station 
are only four ships, on the Pacific five, 
and tho South Atlantic has two. 


It is well understood, however, that 


as soon as conditions permit, probably 
within the nexb few months, there will 
be a reassignment of vessels, and some 
of the best ships now on the Asiatic sta- 
tion will be withdrawn to form the re- 
established European station. 


Work ou the vossols authorized bj 


congress is preoeeding satisfactorily, 
and at tho present time there are more 
ships in course of constauction than 
was ever before known at any one time 
in the history of the navy. 


Tho shipbuilding program includes 


nine battleships, six armored cruisers, 
six smaller cruisers of the Denver type, 
four coast defence monitors, Iti torpedo 
boat destroyers, 10 torpedo boats and 
seveu spbmuriniSo. 


At the coming session congress, it is 


expected, will authorize the construc- 
tion of at least two first class battleships 
and two armored cruisers of tho greatest 
tonnage, spued and efficiency, although 
it IH believed that fc5eo.

laszt was once made the victim of a good 
practical joke. 


It happened in Rome at the house oC u 


curtain princess who hud invited a num- 
ber of guests to meet Liszt and assured 
them that thev should have au opportuni- 
ty of enjoying his playmg. The prim-ess 
was well Acquainted with two of Liszt's 
peculiarities. II.- was HO passionately 
fond of playing that it %\as dillioult fur 
him to keep his lingers uway from the 
keys; hut, nevertheless, like many other 
pianists, he expected to be nigently en- 
treated nnd coa.\ed before he would con- 
descend to perform. 


On this occasion his hosiers was deter- 


mined to mnke him piny without a word 
of entreaty. It was agreed by (lie whole 
company not only that Liszt should not 
he asked to play, but that the subject of 
music should not be mentioned. The piano 
was even closed and locked and the key 
hidden. Liszt came and soon saw that he 
was not to conquer. His usual triumphant 
expression vanished an he perceived that 
for once he was not apparently regatded 
as the lion of the hour. 


Not a won! was spoken of music, anil 


Liszt became visibly uneasy in mind. As 
the evening wore on he grew more and 
more excited. That his lingers were itch- 
ing with the desire to play wus obvious to 
all, but nobody helped him out. At last, 
when he could stand the strain no longer, 
he took advantage of a lull in (be conver- 
sation, seated himself unbidden at the 
pi.ino arid attempted to raise the lid.

that he was the victim of a conspiracy. 
lint his love for plaving was too strong 
for his resentment. The key was brought 
and Liszt played, to the delight of his en- 
raptured audience.

is a difference between ducks and chick 
ens, for a certain percentage of ducks can 
be raised ami marketed under given con- 
ditions. 


Through the eastern states there are 


many large plants devoted entirely to the 
rearing of ducks. One man, a pioneer in 
the business, keeps 2,000 breeding ducks 
iu stock'at all times and has each one as 
near a perfect specimen of its kind as can 
be found. One of the largest plants turns 
out about 50.000 ducks annually, and in 
tho height of the killing season it is no ex- 
aggeration to say the feathers fairly fly 
on this place. In this plant the number 
of ducks that will be sent to market can 
lie estimated from the first few hatches 
made early in tho season, as the propor- 
tion of ducks hatched to the number of 
eggs placed In the' incubators will be 
maintained throughout tlie season. 


In market ducks the big white Pekins 


find the greatest favor. The 1'ekin is a 
hummer iu the way of a market duck. a*i 
It grows r;n»idly and is hardy and white. 
•which makes it pick clean and ils feath- 
ers salable. A good price is paid for duck 
feathers. 


The best point about the Pekins, in the 


eyes of the poultryinan who Is in the busi- 
ness for profit, is the rapidity with which 
they grow and the fact that they grow 
better out of the water than in It. It is 
n common thine: for experts to r:ii«c IV- 
Kitib that weigh six pounds when 1C 
woks old. Ducks tlint weigh under five 
pounds at that ago are a reflection on the 
*kill of the poultryuian who turn 
1* them 


'mr. An expert with ehiekeim is not al- 
ways successful In the handling of duck-*, 
tis the nuackers need to be handled dif- 
ferently at nil times. 
A difference is 


found nt the outset, as 2S days are re- 
quired iu which to hatch a duckling, 
•while a chick needs only 21 days in «hic 
to complete the process of nature thai 
Iiuts it into the world to scratch for a 
living. 


The best work in producing ducks is 


done with an incubator, which will hatch 
moro and better ducklings than an old 
iluok or a lieu. For incubating purpose•> 
tho humble lieu surpat.-i.-s the 
duck, 


htiangi' as it may seem. 
But. whatever 


\\ay it. is hatched, the duckling is miuh 
mine interesting and amuMiig than a 
<hick shoitiy after hutching. 


A (hick that cannot woik ilself out of 


the «hcll in short order Is imt worth both- 
ering with, while a duck that is helped 
out of the shell is just (is good as one 
that scrambles out without assistance. 


"When the duckling is ready to hatch, 


it taps n small hole in the shell nnd then 
stops to consider if it K worth while to 
do nny more than that. 
Tt lien in tlip 


shell for a day without making any fur- 
ther effort to get out and here is lieset 
viith its first danger—death by drowning. 
It seems odd to think that a durl£ would 
du- in such an ignominious way, but prac- 
tical potilti.vinen know that it Is a danger 
Unit makes a difference on tho wrong 
side of the ledger if it isn't guarded 
ngaiust, which is, an easy matter. 


When the duck has tapped a hole in th« 


shell, it lies on its back If it is a well be- 
haved youngster. Some of them are un- 
uily, find they turn the egg oxer until the 
hole in I he shell i< beneath them. This 
wouldn't matter were it not for the fact 
that the duckling 1ms its bill prossod 
again--! the opening iu order to got air. 
When the eicg is turned over, the fluid re- 
maining iu the shell flows to the opening, 
fills the tiny bill and the opening at the 
sumo time, and the foolish duckling chokes 
to death, unless some one happens along 
nnd turns the light bide of the egg up- 
\\ iiul. 


If the duck doesn't come out of the egg 


in proper time, the poultrjman takes it 
out of the incubator and examine* it. lie 
breaks away pait of the shell, being caie- 
ful to rupturo no blood vessels in the 
duckling, inserts a finger into the shell 
and yanks the duckling's head out. 
If 


ducklings can express their feelings, they 
nto certainly pleased when this operation 
is performed. 


The ducklings, which look like so many 


fluffy golden balls, arc left in the inca- 
liutor to dry off, during which time they 
fire as lively as crickets. 
They run and 


hop about, bump iuto each other and are 
continually scutching for something to 
cat. 
From the first they aro fed a com- 


bination of grains, with a large propor- 
tion of meat. The more meat they get, 
•ttithin reasonable bounds, the better they 
will thrive. With a proper degree of 
heat and suitable food not more tbnn 2 
per cent ought to be lost. 


But, abov* all things, they must be 


kept away from water. 
If they are al- 


lowed to pnddlc in or run through water, 
they \\ill certainly die or be so badly 
crippled that they will not he available 
for market. 


They aro allowed to drink only when 


eating, and then the water is absolutely 
necessary. Without it the ducks cannot 
get tne food down their throats. They 
fill their bills with food, into which suffi- 
cient grit has been placed to fit out their 
digestive apparatus, and then try to gulp 
it down. Tho food is always moist, but 
they cannot force it down until they have 
run over to a fountain and washed it 
down with a swallow of water. 
Th«y 


slop the water nil around their quarters. 
Into which dry earth must be placed fre- 
quently in order to keep dowa the damp- 
ness. 


While the rearing of ducks la simple 


enough, as has been said, il is another 
matter to make a good profit o«t of them. 
They cat voraciously and must be killed 
«£ a certain time to pick properly. 


'J^or the first few weeks of early spring 


they bring good prices, after which the 
price depends on the supply and demand. 
One season, for instance, the first con- 
signments of broilers brought in New 
York city 60 cents a pound at,wholesale. 
In a short time the price tumbled until it 
fiot down to 11 cents a pound, and there 
was jio KuJhey in it at the latter figure.— 
Kcw York Mail and Express.

However, if the percentage 
of increabC for 1900 is continued during 
the current year, it may appear that 
American producers air- not indiffcicnt 
to the Philippine market.

DESERTERS' REMARKABLE FEATS. , 


Derlcen ot BrltlMA Soldiers to E»- 


cape From the Army. 


To desert from either the army or the 


navy is not the easiest thing iu the world, 
and even Mhen accomplished the culprit 
lues in daily foar of being recaptured 
and sentenced to a bea^j term of impris- 
onment. Therefore the'devices employed 
by borne deserters are as ingenious as 
they are exciting, although tliey cannot 
be said to be always crowned with suc- 
cess. For sheer audacity the case of an 
Irish soldier who deserted in a south 
coast town some yeais ago -would be hard 
to boat. Just at that time a number of 
desertions had occurred la the neighbor- 
hood, and the authentic;-, were therefore 
unusually sharp to prevent further of- 
ICIISPS o£ this, nature. But the man in 
question Mab dipsatisfied with soldiering 
and, having a number of fiiends ia tbe 
tovm \vlio weie disposed to help him and 
beinj; possessed of an unusually large 
modicum of pluck, resolved to delay bis 
return to civil lito no longer. 


One moiniui; caily be slipped out of 


b.uracks and made bis way to a friend's 
».onse without being been. Aiming thcie, 
he shaved off his mustache nnd, donning 
a policeman's uniform, boldly promciiad- 
ed the main streets of the town. He was 
o£ (ourbe missed in bariacks and knew 
that the sunounding countrj was being 
wouii»d in tbe hopes of finding him. On 
one occasion bis sergeant came up to 
him and a^Ucd him i£ he had seen or 
hoard anj thing ot the missing man, and 
he of comie replied that ho had not, but 
hf* would koep his eyes open! For more 
than a foitnight he pioservcd bis dis- 
guise %\ ithout it being peuetiated even by 
the police themselves, and he then calmly 
left the town w hen the hue and cry had 
subsided somewhat. Neveitheless his en- 
terprise came to naught, for he \i as ar- 
leitfed in trjing to work his passage back 
to Ireland. 


Uc.ucely less audacious was the ruse 


employed by another dissatisfied son of 
Mais, and in this case likewise it proved 
futile. lie happened to know that n cer- 
tain piibhoan m the town w.is in anj thing 
but affluent circumstances, lor he 'Msited 
the house regularly, and from remarks 
dioppcd at odd times discos eied that tho 
public.m was heavily in debt to a Scotch 
spirit merchant. One morning ns soon as 
the publican opened his doors the soldier 
armed, after having hrst disguised him 
self with n benul nnd wig und donned 
Chilian att'ue. With bun cnrnc n fiiend, 
w.ho agreed to act as a representative of 
the Inw, and he promptly told the aston- 
ished publican that he had orders to leave 
a man in possession unless the sum ow- 
ing to the Scotch spiiit merchant was 
paid to him theie and then. Tbo publican 
of course could not pay, so the deserter 
was qunitered upon him nnd lived m his 
liouse and at his expense for more than a 
week before the deception was discovered. 


Perhaps the most successtul deseiter, 


for a tune, was Willfom Coniad. Through 
one oE his connadcs he heard of .1 man 
whose son h.id gone to Australia gold 
mining and had apparently disappeared, 
foi nothing moie had been heaid of him, 
though tho paiciit still believed he would 
Bee him again Conrad therefore hit upon 
the ingenious idea of leaving the nuny by 
stealth and, going to the man, informing 
him that he was the missing son. As his 
knowledge of Australia was considerable 
he lost no time in putting his plnn into 
execution, and the parent, believing in 
him despite the supposed alteration in his 
Rppearance, provided him with a home 
nnd money galore, a commodity he con- 
fessed he lac-ked. But, unfortunately for 
him, at the end of 18 months the real son 
turned up, and what followed can better 
be imagined than described.—London 
Regiment.

Dl«t tof Raw Meat, E(f*« *n« Mill* 


Should Be Tb«li Portion. 


, Cats are by nature dainty, evpn to 
their crueltlee. There Is- all manner of 
feline grace in the way they play with 
mice. Cats suffer much less from con- 
stant housing than dogs, although they 
xun wild much more readily and never 
quite get over thetr murderous in- 
stincts. A cat of fancy breed, as Mal- 
tese, Angora, coon cat or Manx, is a 
possession more fashionable than pre- 
cious. Each and several, they are no 
end decorative, but in affection,- Intel- 
ligence and playfulness they rank be- 
low their black, gray, tiger marked 
and tortoise shell brethren. 


White cats are in general more sav- 


age and loss intelligent than gray or 
tortoise shell. Many of them have blue 
eyes, and all such are said to be stone 
deaf; hence they are less desirable in 
tbe house. Ur.llke clogs, cats require 
to have their meat raw, but they must 
not have too much of it. Milk should 
constitute at least a third of their food. 
Crumble stale bread in the milk and 
now and ugain beat up a raw egg In It. 
A bit of raw liver as big as two fingers 
or a flsh head Is meat enough for a 
day's latlon. Supplement It with milk 
and bread or milk and inashed pota- 
toes, a cracker or two or a bit of hard 
bread lightly buttered aud a few small 
bones, as from chicken, game or chops. 


Cats as well as dogs suffer a plague 


of fleas. Oddly enough, cat fleas are 
unlike dog fleas, and if the two-sorts 
of Insects meet upon one poor beast 
there Is a flght to a finish, ending com- 
monly In victory for the cat fleas, ,vv hich 
are much bigger and more voracious 
than those found on the dog. If left 
to ravage unchecked, they soon reduce 
a sleek, healthy cat to a miserable skel- 
eton, suffering all over from eczema. 


To get rid of the fleas wash with sul- 


phur soap— any good brand which the 
nearest shop affords — comb out the fleas 
with a fine tooth comb while the hair 
Is still wet, then rinse the cat well in 
milk -warm -water, dry It with soft tow- 
els and give it after the bath a saucer 
of warm milk -with a tem>poonful of 
brandy or whisky in It. 
A kitten 


should have ouly a few drops of spir- 
its aud be kept snug In n clean basket 
an hour after the bath. 


When the hair is very dry, blow in 


all along the backbone some sort of 
good fine insect powder, cither lark- 
spur or pyrethrum. Rub behind the 
ears with the sulphur ointment direct- 
ed for dogs. Next day brush out all 
the powder with a line, close brush, 
comb the coat lightly, then part It 
along the backbone and rub with the 
sulphur ointment. 


For mange- rub all over with the sul- 


phur ointment Keep the cat confined 
BO it cannot lie in the dirt and after 24 
hours wash it well in hot soapsuds- 
just comfortably hot, not scalding- 
rinse dry and leave alone. In three 
days, if tbe mange persists, repeat the 
ointment and after the treatment give 
the cat plenty of catnip, either green or 
dry, with milk aaid bread diet. Catnip 
indeed ought to be given always twice 
a week. 
Burn infect" 1 bedding and 


fumigate sleeping baskets, or else wash 
them well In bichloride of mercury. 
Let them stand six hours after wash- 
ing, then scald plentifully with boiling 
water and dry well before letting the 
cat sleep In them again. — Washington 
Star. 


la the Gen Ins of Ireland 


The genius of Ireland is a curiously 


paradoxical subject and requires a 
study to Itself. Though so many great 
men have been associated with Ireland, 
when we analyze them according to 
race we find that a remarkably large 
proportion of them are of English or 
Scotch descent. Bishop Berkeley, for 
instance, is often called an Irishman, 
though his father was English (bis 
mother's 
origin 
is unknown) and 


though he always considered himself 
an Englishman. The great Irish pa- 
'triots have usually haJ English blood 
iu their veins and have sometimes even 
been proud of the fact. 


And yet, while this is so, Ireland has 


somehow had the art of imparting 
some of her subtlest qualities to those 
happy Englishmen who have had the 
good fortune to possess some slight 
stralnxif her blood or to be born in her 
laud or even to have lived there In 
youth. 
The greatest English humor- 


ists and wits—Swift and Sterne aud 
Congreve—had this good fortune. 
In 


the same way, while Ireland has scat- 
tered her saints over England and the 
continent, her o-wu patron saint is a 
Scotchman who was never canonized. 
The contribution of Ireland to our na- 
tional genius cannot well be stated In 
numerical values.—English Review.

The "mimic fires" of the ocean are 


due to the presence of hordes of ani- 
malcules belonging to that division of 
the animal world known as the infuso- 
ria. 
The noctiluca Is the type of th.e 


race —a minute organism, somewhat 
kidney shaped and possessing a single 
lashlike appendage or cilluin. 


The protoplasm, or living matter, o) 


the animalcule exerts the power of 
converting so much of its living energy 
Into light, a proceeding illustrated in a 
different fashion in the familiar flrefly 
which, however, sends its energy into 
special light producing organs and 
thus develops its glow. Certain jelly 
fishes nre also markedly phosphores 
cent, and there Is the creature allied to 
them somewhat, the Venus' girdle 
which at night appears as a long, wav- 
ing band of flame. Finally we have 
the ubiquitous microbe, enrolling cer- 
tain of Its kith and kin In the category 
of light producing organisms. 


Orlnln species of bacteria arc phos- 


phoresconr, and the glow lhat la aeon 
,under circumstances whore putrefac-, 
tlon Is proceeding, notably when flsh 
In going to bad, Is due to the presence 
of such minute forms of life.—Scots- 
man.

Farmers in the County Need Iffore 


Men Than Can Be Secured. 


The farm proprietors iu Rockingham 


county, in common with those of otter 
lections, are having extremely hard 
work to secura a sufficiency of good 
farm laborers. 
They are feeling the 


lack of help to a greater degree tins 
year than for a long time, owing to the 
rapidity with which everything is ripen- 
ing since the •warm weather began. 


The oold spring retarded planting to 


a great extent, but the extreme beat 
since the crops have appealed above 
ground aud the rapidity with which al- 
most every form, of 
vegetable 
life 


reached maturity this SUUHQU has made 
the demand for competent help out) ol 
the cryiug needs of u farmer's hfo ut 
this time. 


Most of the'farmors say that there is 


no lack of help, such as it is, [but they 
are agreed that it ia,not of the kind they 
are looking for. 
What is needed are 


laborers who understand farming and 
who are capable of doing a fair day's 
woik in the field. For this grade of 
help there aie good wnges waiting, but 
the proprietors hereabouts say that it 
is almost impossible to get it at any 
price.
